WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(P)— 
Final agreement on the terms of the 
$2,000,000,000 reconstruction finance 
corporation bill was reached late this 
afternoon by senate and house con- 
ferees. 

The report will be submitted to both 
houses tomorrow, will lie over a day 
under the rules with prospects that 
the bill will go to the president by 
the end of the. week. 

Senator Walcott, republican, Con- 
necticut, said the bill in its final form 
provides $2,000,000,000 total resources 
to be loaned to “financial institutions 
and railways for the purpose of lifting 
their unliquid collateral and substitut- 
ing cash therefor in order to aid in 
finaneing agriculture, commerce and 
industry to facilitate the exportation 
of agricultural and other products.” 

Provision is also made for loans to 
the railroads <nd exporters. 

The financial institutions*that may 
be relieved by this corporation, Sena- 


tor Walcott, author of the senate bill, | 


said, are: / 

Federal afd state banks, savings 
banks, trust companies, building and 
loan associations, insurance companies, 
mortgage loan companies, credit 
unions, federal land banks, joint stock 
land banks, federal intermediate cred- 
it. banks, agficultural credit corpora- 
tions and live stock credit corpora: 
tions. 

Waleott described as “very impor- 
tant” a change which provides for 
loans to banks, “closed or in process of 
liquidation to aid.in reorgani#ng or 
ym amuerraee such banks ‘upon. applica- 
tion of e receiver .or liquidating 
agent.” ' 

Provision is made, however. that not 
more than #200,000,000 shall be used 
for closed bank relief. The closed

The open-door principle, “which ts 
the root and trunk of our national 
policy,’ he said, must be based on 
non-territorial ambitions and Japan's 
stand for the respecting of existing 
treaties “thus is safeguarding peace in 
the far east.” 

Manchuria holds the key to peace 
in the far east, Foreign Minister Ken- 
kichi Yoshizawa declared. 

In his first public pronouncement 
since he was installed formally in the 
foreign office, M. Yoshizawa dwelt at 
length on Manchuria as the most out- 
standing diplomatic question confront- 
ing the government. : 

He emphasized that both the Unit- 
ed States and the League of Nations 
now have a much better understanding 
of Japan's case, thanks to the gov- 
ernment’s clarifying reiteration that 
Tokyo has no territorial aims in the 
province and is standing for the pol- 
icy of the open door. 

The foreign minister spoke rather 
hopefully of the forthcoming disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva and devot- 
ed a single short paragraph to Russia 
without mentioning the recently pro- 
posed non-aggression pact with the 
soviet government. 

Manchurian Question. 

At the outset the foreign minister 
took up the Manchurian question, de- 
scribing it as “one which not only af- 
fects Japan profoundly but has en- 
gaced the attention of, the entire 
world.” 

“Our neighbor China always stands 
both economically and politically in 
intimate relationship with this coun- 
try,” he continued. “Regarding Man- 
churia particularly, through historical 
and geographical reasons, political con- 
siderations must become of preponder- 
ant interest. 

“It is, of course, beyond argument 
that the welfare of Manchuria is of 
the greatest consequence to Japan. 
There are more than a million Jap- 
anese subjects there and we passess, 
in connection with the leased terri- 
tories, railways, mines, and numeroug 
vital interests secured either by treaty 
or by contract. 

“In recent years the Chinese au- 
thorities, ignoring the historical fact 
that the present development of Man- 
churia is entirely due to Japanese ef- 
forts amd taking advantage of our 
complaisance, have pursued a policy of 
oppression toward the Japanese and 
repeatedly have set at naught their 
treaty rights. The protests and warn- 
ings of the Japanese government were 
of little avail. 

Japs’ Patience Tried. 
“Thus the situation became politi-

“But for the Chinese misconduct of 
recent years and the Chinese disre- 
gard of treaty and contractural obli- 
gations, I believe the incident of Sep- 
tember 18 never would have resulted 
in the present complications. At any 
rate, as we have been chiefly account- 
able in the past for the maintenance 
of peace in Manchuria, so will our 
responsibilities in this respect be en- 
hanced rather than lessened in the fu- 


ture. 
“Harbors No Designs.” 


“In this connection, I desire to make 
clear that Japan harbors no terri- 
torial designs in Manchuria and she 
will uphold the principles of the open 
door and equal opportynity as well as 
all existing treaties relating to that 
territory. 

“What Japan desires is only to se- 
cure peace and order in Manchuria 
and to make that region safe, both for 
Chinese and foreigners, and to open 
it to all for economic development.” 

_M. Yoshizawa then turned to con- 
ditions prevailing in China proper, 
saying that for many years anti-Jap- 
anese agitation had been carried on 
and that this agitation inereased in 
violence after the outbreak of Sep- 
tember 18. There was unmistakable 
evidence that the boycott of Japanese 
goods had been promoted by unoffi- 
cial organizations, he added, “under 
the direct or indirect control of the 
Chinese government but quite against 
the free will of the Chinese merchants 
and the people generally.” 

“The truth is,” the foreign minis- 
ter continued, “foreign relations in 
China often have been sacrificed to 
the machinations of domestic politics 
during these years of continual wars 
and factional strife. 

Origin in Politics. 


“The anti-Japanese movement ub- 


doubtedly derives its origin from the| 


internal politics of China and I be- 
heve the hostile attitude of the Man- 
churian authorities in the period im- 
mediately preceding September 18 alse 
may be traced to the same source. 

“Solutions of the issues involved 
between China and Japan must await 
a complete change of heart and re- 
versal of Chinese policy. I am con- 
vinced the Chinese people as a whole 
and their enlightened leaders are not 
hostile but contrarily are in their 
hearts amicably disposed toward Ja- 
pan, and we need not be over-pessimis- 
tie as to the prospects for restoration 
of normal relations.”’ 

Referring to the “considerable 
shock” caused in Geneva by the Man- 
churian outbreak, the foreign minis- 
ier recalled the request of Dr. Al- 
fred Sze, Chinese delegate, that the 
League of Nations take cognizance of 
it, whereupon the question officially 
was made a subject of investigation 
by the council. which subsequently 
held three sessions and passed two 
resolutions. 

“On the other hand,” he continued, 
“the United States, although not 
member, acted generally fh concert 
with the League, evidently because, as 
a signatory to the anti-war pact anil 
the nine-power treaty. America felt 
deep concern in the Far East situa- 
ion. 


WAL CONVENE HERE 


Allied Organization Will 
Have One of Series of State 
Meetings in Atlanta. 


A city convention of the Allied 
Forces of Prohibition, a -nation-wide 
organization working in the interest 
of prohibition, will be held in Atlanta 
‘on February 17 and 18, James Mor- 
ton, secretary of the Atlanta Christian 
Council, announced Wednesday. 

“The Atlanta convention,” he add- 
ed, “will carry out locally the nation- 
wide program of the Allied Forces. A 
team of workers from the organization 
will hold seven meetings here, all 
open to the public. At these meetings 
speeches will be made designed to 
foster respect for the constitution of 
the United States, and to preserve 
inviolate the eighteenth amendment.” 

Asked if the plans of the conven- 
tion had a political complexion, Mr. 
Morton was emphatic in his assurance 
that politics would not enter into the 
activities of the meetings. 


“It is not to be that sort of cam- 
paign,” Mr. Morton explained. “It 
is designed rather as an educational 
lan through which the public respect 
or the constitution and the eight- 
eenth amendment will be roused.” 

The Allied Forces, led by Dr. Daniel 
Poling, plan these conventions for 
every state. Several have already 
been held. The Atlanta team will go 
from here to Macon, and hence to 
Jacksonville and Augusta.

Denies Food Is Poor. 

The superintendent denied that the 
food served at the 4nternes’ table was 
improperly prepared and lacked qual- 
ity and variety. 

“The internes eat the same food at 
each meal that is served to me and 
my family,” Mr. Franklin said “Nei- 
ther I nor any member of my family 
has found cause for complaint.” 

The superintendent said he agreed 
with the petitioners in so far as their 
complaints against their living quar- 
ters was concerned. 


“Both the boara of trustees and I 
agree that the living quarters are not 
what they should be,” Mr. Franklin 
said. “In connection with this we 
have asked the city council to pro- 


furnishing of the quarters. e plan 
to spend $20,000 or thereabouts fix- 
ing up and refurnishing the quarters 
of the physicians as soon as coun- 
cil makes the money available.” 

The internes also are understood te 
have included a charge against the 
hospital for not having a library. The 
superintendent said the trustees al- 
ready have asked council for a fund 
to set up the library. 


Method of Protesting Hit. 


“In all of the instances the internes 
have just cause for complaint, except 
about the operations and the food,” 
Mr. Franklm said, in discussing the 
protest. However, it was not neces- 
sary for them to go to the American 
Medical Association. They should 
have appealed to me or to the trus- 
tees. When I took over the office 
of superintendent last June we were 
operating on a budget which was set 
early in the year and over which the 
board of trustees had no control. As 
soon as we got on the job and saw 
what was needed we began an effort 
to fulfill those needs.” 

Mr. Franklin said he believed the 
action of the internes was engendered 
by a few who, he claimed. had proved 
“trouble makers,» since he assumed 
charge of the hospital. 

Internes’ Protest. 

A copy of the protest, which in- 
ternes at the hospital reported to be 
a true copy, follows: 

“We, the internes of the staff of 
Grady hospital, white unit, Atlanta, 
Ga., wish to call to the attention of 
the American Medical Association the 
following existing conditions in this 
hospital : 

“1. That the board of trustees of 
this hospital, composed entirely of lay- 
men, have dictated to us concerning 
medical matters, namely, forbidding us 
to do pelvic examinations on any pa- 
tient on the ambulance service. 

“2. That the superintendent of this 
hospital, a layman, has upon several 
oceasions dictated to the internes con- 
cerning medical matters. 

“3. hat our ambulance service 
consists of two four-week periods dur- 
ing which the ambluance interne is 
forced to spend at least half the day 
in carrying home patients who have 

n discharged from the hospital. 

_. "4. That our living quarters are 
inadequate, in that thev are unclean 
and our lavatories are, to say the 
least, insanitary. , 

“5. That our food is poorly pre 
pared and unappetizing, lacking both 
quality and variety.

The complete ~statement on Bar- 
ron’s appointment, as issued by the 
Atlanta club board of directors, fol- 
lows: 

“We are very happy te announce 
the appointment of David Irenus Bar- 
ron to manage the Atlanta baseball 
team during the ensuing season. Mr. 
Barron is so well known in Atlanta 
that it is needless to anything 
concerning him, except that he has 
the full confidence and sincere friend- 
of everyone connected with the 
We believe that he 


coaching experience and because of 
his unexcdiled spirit and personality. 
“We regret. sincerely the termina- 
tion of our relationship with Mr.

County Attorney T. L. Tyson, of 
Franklin, sought the injunction on 
grounds that Smith planned to plant 
more than the 30 per cent of lase 
years acreage allowed by the law. 

The hearing was before Judge W. 
C. Davis and was attended by crowds 
of farmers, ginners and others who 
jammed the courtroom. 

Arguing for Smith were W. E. Ter- 
rel, of aco; J. Felton Lane, of 
Hearne, and R. E. L. Knight, of 
Dallas. -Assisting Tyson was C. 
Matthews, of Franklin. 

The basis of the attack on the law 

was contained in several demurrers to 
the petition for injunction, which set 
forth that Smith had shown in a crop 
mortgagé that he planned to plant 
1,100 acres out of 1350 or about 85 
per cent in cotton. 
*One demurrer asserted the defend- 
ant had made contracts with labor- 
ers and obligations which would be 
impaired by enforcement of the law. 
It declared federal and state consti- 
tutions forbade enactment of any law 
which impatred the obligations of 
contract. 

Another demurrer said the law 
amounted in effect to taking property 
of the defendant and, was in violation 
of the due process of law clauses of 
the constitution. 

Other demu said the law violat- 
ed provisions of the federal consti- 
tution which guaranteed equal pro- 
tection of the law to all citizens. was 
discriminatory and was a price-fix- 
ing, rather than a conservation meas- 
‘ure,

night agreed that overproduction lay 
at the bottom of the American farm- 
er’s troubles.

Secretary Hyde urged a land policy 
to protect what he called “the Amer- 
ican farm plan,” so that no more land 
would be “brought under reclamation 
or cultivation until needed.”

He ex- 
pressed the view that the state’s prob- 
lem was one of reducing § acreage
